2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 appears to be incomplete in that the claim is directed to a system for positioning 
a device, however there is no means type of feedback means that is used to control or 
position the device, the last means is for remotely observing the device but there is no 
means fed back to control or position the device based on what is observed. In claims 
1 , "adapted to" language should be used to avoid claiming a positive connection to the 
body. In claim 1 , "the patient support" and "the binding means" lack positive antecedent 
basis. In claim 2, "the flexible binding means" lacks proper antecedent basis. Also 
"strap type" is indefinite in that it is unclear what is included in "type". Claims 1 and 7-8 
are confusing in that claim 1 defines a means for remotely observing the device 
behavior while claims 7-8 state that the means enables observation of an echographic 
image and an endoscopic image which do not appear to directed to the "behavior" of the 
device. Claim 9 is indefinite in that it is unclear what the metes and bounds of 
"scanner, MRI, ...type" are. The limitations should be clearly set forth and such 
language does not set forth the boundaries of the of the limitations. In claim 1 0, "the 
link" and "the distant remote-control central station lack positive antecedent basis. 
Claims 7-9 are directed to what specific device is controlled by the controllable system 
and provides no further limitations to the controllable system itself. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sorenson et al. 

Sorenson et al discloses a system capable of being remotely controlled for positioning 
an examination device (transducer 12, Figure 2) on a patient, where the system 
includes a frame (16) that is connected to the device with a certain amount of freedom, 
the transducers may be translatably moved relative to the scanner frame (see Figure 
5a), flexible connection means (48 a + b) which is located between the frame (the 
cables are connected to the scanner frame by blocks (34 A and B) and a point of 
attachment to the patient (via structure 31 and 32, Figure 2). Means 48 A and B are 
considered to be connection means, since they connect the frame to the patient via the 
structures 31 and 32. Sorenson et al also has remote control means for varying the 
length of the connection means. The cables are wound by winding motors to vary the 
length between the point of attachment to the patient and the frame. Also the distance 
between the scanner frame and the attachment points is variable to allow the scanner to 
be moved along the body. Sorenson et al also has a remote display device (84, Figure 
8) for monitoring the "behavior" of the device. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sorenson et al. 

Claims 7-9 are merely directed to the intended use of the device in defining what 
specific device is controlled. As such it would be an obvious modification of Sorenson 
et al to control or move any desired device. With regard to claim 5 it would have been 
obvious to use any well known means to control the length or tension of the binding 
means.
